Back to Police Body at 
Council Meeting Today. 


Mounting opposition to a police 
committee recommendation for 
establishment of 10 major streets 
as one-way traffic arteries threat- 
ened to prevent council concur- 
rence at its meeting this after- 
noon, it appeared yesterday. 

A councilmanic bloc, headed by 
Mayor Pro Tem. I. Gloer Hailey 
and Councilman John A. White, 
prepared to attempt to force the 
proposal back to the police com- 


mittee for further consideration, 
and predicted success for their 
drive. 

Sign Adverse Reports. 

Mayor Hartsfield and Council- 
man John T. Marler, both mem- 
bers of the police body, have 
signed adverse reports on the 
measure, and Marler will join op- 
ponents this afternoon. 

Demands by Aldermai. Ed A, 
Gilliam, chairman, and White, 
vice chairman of council’s finance 
committee, that the federal gov- 
ernment pay about $10,000 into the 
city treasury at once for city serv- 
ices to Techwood and University 
federal low-cost housing projects 
will be another important matter 
facing council. 

Both Gilliam and White have 
indicated that unless some action 
is taken to placate the council, a 
movement will ve made to cut off 
sanitary, water, sewer, police, fire, 
school and other services. Under 
an agreement with the James L. 
Key administration, the govern- 
ment agreed to pay five per cent 
of the gross receipts from the 
projects. Atlanta’s share, due sev- 
eral weeks ago but on which no 
payment has been made, is ap- 
proximately $10,000. 

Propose Resolution.

Measures Very Soon. 


Strong opposition to the admin- 
istration’s bill doubling the tax on 
beer loomed last night as the gen- 
eral assemb]y prepared to begin 
the third week of its extra session 
today. 

The bill, passed by the house 


last week, 121 to 60, is scheduled 
f r consideration in the senate. 

“I hope the senate will postpone 
action until the house sends us a 
fairer bill,” declared Senator Paul 
Lindsay, of Decatur, “I am going 
to do all I can to prevent the sen- 
ate fram passing the present bill.” 

He, said several other senators 


would join h in the fi 


dent of the Retail Wine and * Baet 
Dealers of Georgia, announced a 
petition opposing an increase in 
the beer tax, and signed by 50,000 
Georgians, would be presented 
Governor Rivers today. 

Signatures, he said, were ob- 
tained from all over the state. 

“Strangling Business.” 

“This petition should be a dem- 
onstration to our Governor, sena- 
tors and members of the legisla- 
ture that they are strangling a 
legitimate business,” Wilson said 
in a statement. 

The proposed measure would 
increase the tax from $2.50 to $4.50 
a barrel and from 3-4 to 2 cents a 
bottle.

Senator Lindsay termed the in- 
creased tax ‘“confiscatory” and 
warned it would “legislate” Geor- 
gia wholesale and retail beer deal- 
ers “out of business.” 

Senator David S. Atkinson, floor 
leader of the senate, is expected 
to lead the fight for adoption of 
the tax. 

Vote for Tax Boost. 

Senators G. Y. Harrell and Lee 
Purdom voted for the bill last Fri- 
day before obtaining leaves of ab- 
sence for today and tomorrow. 
They also cast votes against any 
amendments that might be offered. 

Sponsors estimated the increased 
tax would add from $1,000,000 to 
$1,250,000 to the state’s annual in- 
come. It would go to schools. 

In Augusta, where he went for 
the week-end, Roy V. Harris, 
speaker of the house, said the 
treasury stabilization bill, spon- 
sored by Governor Rivers, proba- 
bly would be taken up first today. 

The bill would set aside 10 per 
cent of the allocated funds in the 
treasury for use as a revolving 
fund for departments and agencies 
supported from the genera] fund.

Chinese as Casualties. 


NANKING, Dec. 5.—(#)—The 
commander of the British gunboat 
Ladybird and two other Britons 
were wounded and several hun- 
dred Chinese killed or wounded 
today when Japanese airmen 
bombed the waterfront and ship- 
ping at Wuhu, Yangtze river port 
60 miles south-southwest of here. 

Two British steamers, the Tuck- 
wo and Tatung, were hit. The 
Tuckwo was set afire and was be- 
lieved to be a total loss: The 


Tatung’s captain and his wife, both

the National Lumber Manufac- 
turers Association built more than 
3,000 houses last year. Three plans 
were used—a 4-room bungalow, a 
4 1-2 room, two-story, and a 
6-room, two-story. 

Washington Sample. 

The six-room house, of colonial 
design, cost on an average $3,858. 
Built in a Washington suburb—a 
relatively high price locality—it 
cost $4,120. 

These prices included the cost 
of the lot—for the Washington 
house, $666—landscaping, sodding 
the lawn, refrigerator and stove, 
and a contractor’s profit. 

The average cost of the«-room 
bungalow was $3,16.. That figure 
included also the completed house, 
landscaped lawn and a $660 al- 
lowance for the lot. 

While some items of cost are 
higher, housing experts contend 
that a home really costs less and 
is a better dwelling today than 
ever before because of better de- 
sign and more efficiency. 

One decidedly cheaper item in) 
building is financing. Asking still | 
lower rates for low-price homes, 
President Roosevelt described fi- 
nancing in his message to con- 
gress as “one of the largest items” 
in housing costs. He proposed to | 
reduce the cost of FHA financing 
of under $6,000 homes by one 
per cent. 

A one per cent reduction on an 
18-year, monthly-amortized mort- 
gage is equivalent to an 18 1-2 
per cent saving on the first cost. 

Lower financing, better design 
and more efficiency all mean: a 
larger house for the same money 
or the same house for less money.

Can a comfortable, liveable home 
for a typical family — father, 
mother and two children—be built 
for $6,000, $5,000 or even $3,000? 


The answer of government 
housing experts is “yes” and the 
price can include the lot and land- 
scaping. 

How much of a house any given 
sum will buy depends to some ex- 
tent, however, on the section of 
the country in which you live. 
Costs vary. In general, building is 
a little cheaper in rural sections 
and small communities than in 
big cities because labor costs are 
lower and climate makes a dif- 
ference. 


Insulation Need Varies. 

A five-room house, otherwise 
similar, will need a better heating 
system and more insulation in the 
north than in the south. Conse- 
quently, the cost will be higher 
in the north. 

Of the more than 125,000 homes 
built under Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration insured mortgages 
more than half cost less than $5,- 
000 and 33 per cent less than 
$4,000. The average value was 
$5,497. 

They were built in all sections 
of the country. Some are stucco, 
some shingled or clapboard, others 
brick or stone. Officials say none 
was shoddy, for all met Federal 
Housing Administration require- 
ments of sound construction, rea- 
sonable comfort and sanitary con- 
venience.

PHILIPPINES STORM 
~ RAGES 0 SOUTH 


Typhoon Causes Drownings, 
Floods and Breaks in 


Communications. 


MANILA, Dec. 6.—(Monday)— 
(P)—The Philippines’ latest ty- 
pheon moved slowly but with 
great force across the Visayan sea 
today, sweeping over Romblon and 
Masbate and toward the southern 
part of Luzon island, about 150 
miles south of Manila. 

The government and people 
anxiously awaited first reports of 
the storm’s toll. It was the third 
typhoon to hit the Philippines in 
three weeks, the other two caus- 
ing at least 280 deaths and leav- 
ing more than 200,000 homeless. 

The weather bureau said _ the 
new storm covered a comparative- 
ly small area but was of high in- 
tensity, with winds exceeding 75 
miles per hour. 

All communications lines to Sa- 
mar island were out of commis- 
sion and it was impossible to as- 
certain the losses there. Being 
on the eastern edge of the Phil- 
ippine group, Samar was the first 
to feel the storm’s fury. 

The Romblon island group pre- 
pared against winds of hurricane 
force. The disturbance was trav- 
eling west-northwest and _ the 
weather bureau said it would not 
endanger Manila if it held to that 
course. 

First reports from Masbate told 


of two drownings in a flooded 


river. Torrential rains hit Capiz 
province, on the northern part of 
Panay island. Leyte and Marin- 
duque islands reported gale force 
winds, flooded streams and fail- 
ing communication lines as the 
storm approached. 


NUT TRADE TREATY 
WILL REDUCE DUTY 


More Than Half Million Dol- 
lars Involved in Deal With 
Great Britain. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(P)— 
“Nuts to you!” says Uncle Sam 
to John Bull while he starts prep- 
arations for the forthcoming An- 
glo-American trade agreement. 

And he meant it literally. He 
means more than half a million 
dollars worth of nuts a year. 

The United States is looking to 
Great Britain to absorb a certain 
percentage of this country’s bump- 
er crop of nuts. 

Nuts are one of the items on 
the list of exports the United 
States will negotiate with the 
United Kingdom. In 1936 we sold 
them 5,366,296 pounds of English 
walnuts alone for $486,687, Pe- 
cans added nearly $10,000. 

If the prospective agreement 
follows the lines of those conclud- 
ed with other countries the United 
States can figure on a reduction of 
from 23 to 50 per cent in the nut 
duty.

Phil Harris Near Death Fol- 


lowing Affray. 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 5.—(UP)— 
| Phil Harris, 34, Miami newspaper- 
man formerly of Chicago, lay near 
death tonight from a bullet wound 
in the chest which he received 
during an altercation at the Or- 
ange bowl stadium after a footbail 
game Friday night. 

Phillip C. Rogers, 21, who al- 
legedly confessed the shooting, and 
Percy Nunnery, 20, were being 
held on an open charge. 

Police said the fight and shoot- 
ing apparently occurred when two 
girls, companions of Rogers and 
Nunnery, accused Harris and two 
other men with him of making 
advances toward them. The girls, 
one of whom was a minor, were 
arrested and later released.

Burial of Buckhead Pioneer 
Will Take Place in 
West View. 


Funeral rites for Walter S. 
Pharr, pioneer property owner in 
the Buckhead section.and retired 
tobacco merchant, who died Sat- 
urday night of pneumonia in a 
hospital, will be conducted at 2 
o’clock this afternon from Spring 
Hill by the Rev. William V. Gard- 
ner. Burial will be in West View 
cemetery. 


After retiring from the tobacco 
business about 20 years ago, Mr. 
Pharr became interested in civic 
improvements in Buckhead.

During the administration of 
former Governor Hugh M. Dorsey, 
Mr. Pharr was lieutenant colonel 
on the Governor’s staff. 

His father, Samtel Pharr, was 
one of the early settlers of this 
section of the state and had a 
plantation on the property that is 
now Haynes Manor. Mr. Pharr, 
who never married, lived with a 
brother, Dr. Henry W. Pharr, re- 
tired physician, at 304 Spring 
street.

Death Bed Promise

LISBON, Ohio, Dec. 5.—(#)—

Courts Abandon 
Jail-or-Join-Navy 
After Protests 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(P)— 
Accused—“Guilty, your honor.” 

Judge — “Prisoner, I sentence 
you to 30 days in jail or I'll give 
you a suspended sentence if you 
join the navy.” 

Ten, fifteen years ago this 
phrase was heard daily from the 
police court bench in many cities 
throughout the United States. 

Today, said an official of the 
Navy Department in charge of en- 
listing, the phrase is no longer 
heard, because enlisting officers 
have conducted a strenuous cam- 
paign against it. 

“TI doubt if there was a single 
application for enlistment made 
on such a basis this year,” the of- 
ficial said. “Certainly not one was 
accepted.” 

This is the result of hundreds 
of visits paid to judges in recent 
years by enlisting officers, he 
said. Each time the enlisting of- 
ficer learned of such a sentence 
he called upon the judge and pro- 
tested. 

“The navy is not a correctional 
school,” said the navy official. 
“We did not want possible jail- 
birds in it. If parents learned we 
were accepting that type they 
would not want their own sons to 
join.” He

Goods brought into the Zones 
for transshipment to foreign coun- 
tries are exempted from ordinary 
customs regulations.

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A TAX ON THE MASSES 


The bill, passed by the house and favorably 
reported by the senate committee, which would 
double the Georgia tax on beer, is a strange 
piece of legislation to be sponsored by a legis- 
lature pledged to the welfare of the masses of 
the state. 

The bill would levy an unfair and unjust tax 
on a beverage which is, per se, the drink of 
the average man. Beer is a healthful, refresh- 
ing drink, containing a low percentage of alco- 
hol, and cases of undesirable inebriation are 
few and far between among its users. 


Beer is the drink of the working man, 
whether he toils in the fields or factory or 
works for his sustenance in office or store. It 
is chiefly the citizens of average, or small, in- 
come who are its purchasers. 

To double an already heavy tax on such a 
product is an attempt to increase state revenues 
by putting the tax collector’s hand still deeper 
into the pockets of the lower income groups of 
the population. 

In addition, the proposed increase involves 
@ very real danger of reducing, instead of in- 
creasing, the state’s revenue from this source. 
Opponents of the measure insist it will result 
in eliminating entirely the five-cent glass and 
the ten-cent bottle of beer. If this is true, it 
is inevitable that the consumption of beer will 
decrease, with its resultant shrinkage in tax 
payments. 

The beer tax is allocated to the cause of edu- 
cation, to give free school books to the children 
in the public schools of the state. There is no 
more worthy cause. But the excellence of the 
beneficiary is never excuse for injustice, nor is 
it wise to imperil the income already derived 
under the mistaken impression that beer taxes 
provide a bottomless well. 

As a third consideration, members of the 
legislature should remember that the cause of 
temperance in Georgia is handicapped by any- 
thing which will make the cost of beer, to the 
consumer, higher. By just that much it tempts 
the beer drinker to leave his harmless beverage 
and turn, instead, to the bootlegger of out- 
lawed hard liquors. 

In common sense and in consideration of 
the masses of the people of the state, from 
whose pockets this new tax levy would come, 
this proposal should be defeated. 


CLOTHES FOR HUMAN “DOLLS” 

Mrs. Thomas K. Glenn, for the third year, 
has appealed to Atlanta to provide dresses and 
warm clothes for the “human dolls” of the city. 
This splendid Atlanta woman began this Christ- 
mas activity two years ago, and as a result 
thousands of little boys and girls, who other- 
wise would have laeked warm and comfortable 
clothing for the colder days of the year, have 
been provided with garments to gladden their. 
hearts at each Yuletide season. 

With the co-operation of the Child Wel- 
fare Association, the money and garments se- 
cured through these campaigns go to the 
youngsters on the rolls of the city’s needy. 

The cards of appeal sent out by Mrs. Glenn 
bear the query: ; 

“Would you like to dress a doll—a little hu- 
man doll—for Christmas? If so, make a dress, 
buy a dress or send a dollar to Mrs. Thomas K. 
Glenn, in care of the Child Welfare Association.” 

In previous years the request brought 
thousands of responses, many of whieh have 
testified to the heart hunger of the donors. 
Mothers whose own children have grown be- 
yond the “doll” stage, mothers whose youngsters 
have been called home by their Heavenly 
Father, mothers who have never known, in real 
life, the baby of their dreams, have stitched the 
love hunger of their hearts into the little dresses 
they have made for a human “doll.” Many 
dresses have been received with the instructions 
that they be used for a child of a given age. 
with blonde, brunette or red hair, with long 
curls or tiny ringlets, with blue or brown eyes. 

It is an appealing and a very worth-while 
Christmas custom that has become an annua! 
event in Atlanta, because of the gefierous in- 
spiration that came to the heart of an Atlanta 
woman. Mrs. Glenn is one of the city’s kindliest 
benefactors. She personifies, in her own person, 
the gentle characteristics of the legendary 
woman of the Old South, the woman with un- 
derstanding and sympathy in her heart for all, 
the woman who devotes her life to her own 
family first and, after that, to bring a benison 
into the homes of the less fortunate.

SOWING SEEDS OF PROGRESS 

The federal government is building from the 

foundation of agricultural progress through the 
program conducted by the National Youth Ad- 
ministration at the Georgia Vocational and 
Trades School at Monroe. 
_ There approximately 70 boys*and girls from 
the more remote regions of the state are being 
given courses in modern methods of farming 
and homemaking. They are selected from 
those young Georgians who have known the 
least opportunities for education and the way 
is made clear for them through jobs provided, 
sufficiently renumerative to pay all living and 
other expenses throughout their stay at the 
school. 

The length of each course is about four 
months and as one group leaves, another comes 
to take their places and, in turn, learn the 
fundamentals of agricultural success and rural 
homemaking. 

It is the main object and chief hope of the 
NYA that each of these students will carry the 
newly acquired knowledge back with him, or 
her, into the home community and there dis- 
seminate it. Thus, through the oncoming gen- 
eration, knowledge is sown which, eventually, 
should bring a crop of better life in every corner 
of the state. 

The boys learn how to perform the simpler 
forms of building. They learn the rudiments 
of soil conservation, of crop rotation and of 
better farming. The girls learn the basic prin- 
ciples of healthful diet. They are taught how 
to sew and the principles of good homemaking. 

If each boy saves one eroded field and re- 
stores it to full fertility, if each girl lifts her 
own family from the monotony of fat meat 
and corn pone, the training will have been 
worth while. And then, if from each of these 
improved homes, the gospel of better living 
spreads throughout each community, the final 
objective of the NYA program at Monroe will 
have been reached. 


THE WORLD CALENDAR 


A movement for world-wide adoption of a 
simplified and uniform calendar, known as the 
world calendar, is gathering force in all civi- 
lized countries. 


In America an investigation of the desir- 
ability of changing from the present Gregorian 
calendar to the new world calendar has recently 
been carried on by Mrs. Rowland Hill Latham, 
officially appointed to the duty by the execu- 
tive committee of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs. It is expected that the ques- 
tion of whether to indorse or disapprove of the 
proposal will be an important issue at the tri- 
ennial convention of the federation to be held 
in Kansas City next May. 

The world calendar arranges 12 months 
with the same date falling each year upon the 
same day of the week. Thus, New Year’s Day 
would always fall on a Sunday, the first day 
of the week, and Christmas would always be on 
Monday. 

The year would be divided into four quar- 
ters of 91 days, or 13 weeks, each quarter be- 
ginning on a Sunday and each containing three 
months of 31, 30 and 30 days. 

This would provide for 364 days and the ex- 
tra day would be an international] holiday, 
called Year-End Day, falling between December 
30 and January 1, providing an extra Saturday. 
In leap years there would be another extra 
holiday, between June 30 and July 1, on an- 
other extra Saturday. 

One of the many advantages claimed for the 
reformed calendar is that it provides for na- 
tional and international holidays on uniform 
dates and days, always at the end of the week. 
Thus there would be provided “long week ends,” 
permitting extra vacation times, for such oc- 
casions as Year-End Day, Leap Year Day, 
Christmas, Labor Day, Decoration Day, Colum- 
bus Day, Election Day, Armistice Day, Thanks- 
giving and Washington’s birthday, changes to 
week end being made in instances where nec- 
essary. 

It is the object of the projectors of this 
calendar reform to secure adoption of the new 
system all over the world and, at the same time, 
to prevent business and diplomatic confusion, It 
is pointed out that the Gregorian calendar was 
only accepted by nations successively, many de- 
laying adoption for years after others had made 
the change. . : 

In the question of religious holidays, the new 
calendar would do away with the inconven- 
iences of a changeable Easter, and the other 
feast or fast days which are computed from 
that date. With the approval of the church, 
Easter, under. the new calendar, would be 
Stabilized at the same date every year.

Yet the President lost his temper rather com- 
pletely with the White House correspondents when they intimated 
that the New Deal was anti-LaGuardia. 

_. . And while Farley was getting in his licks for Mahoney, another 
cabinet officer, Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes, was pub- 
licly buttering Mayor LaGuardia.

The settlement of the threatened B.-M. T. subway strike, in 
which LaGuardia had a large part, occurred in mid-October and 
mid-campaign. According to the most reliable reports, it gave the 
President his chance. Taking the strike settlement as his theme, he 
wrote LaGuardia a highly flattering congratulatory letter—the kind 
of letter one politician writes another for publication purposes. 

Unfortunately for the President, it was perfectly obvious by that 
time that Mayor LaGuardia would win by a large majority. No one 
knew that better than the mayor. Instead of offering the presiden- 
tial testimonial to a waiting world, he quietly pocketed it. After all, 
the mayor had no great desire to share the credit for his re-election 


THE MAYOR AND THE FUTURE Immediately after the 


city election, the Presi- 


dent saw LaGuardia at the Roosevelt town house, and Jim Farley 
sat in on the talk. Perhaps the President was irritated at the strange 
disregard for his testimonial. At any rate, it is now known that 
the conversation was one of those joshing matches to which the 
President resorts when the time isn’t ripe to talk turkey. 

An even better bet on the reason for the conversation’s empti- 
ness is that LaGuardia, having gained such national stature from 
his recent triumph, didn’t want to nestle under any man’s wing. 

During 
the campaign itself, in a barroom chat between bouts of oratory, he

There are several straws in the wind indicating vaguely how the 
mayor hopes to manage the delicate business of choosing sides.

Unity in Diversity. 

NEW YORK—With the ap- 
proach of Christmas certain ex- 
periments are being made in va- 
rious churches of great New 
York which, I think, deserve men- 
tion and emulation. Christian and 
Jewish congregations have decid- 
ed to visit each other and join in 
services. I know that similar at- 
tempts have been made ere this. 
Last year, for instance, in pass- 
ing through Texas, I struck one 
city, Dallas, I think it was, where 
Dr. Ashby Jones, formerly of At- 
lanta, and some other Christian 
ministers held forth at a large 
public meeting on the necessity 
of tolerance, good will and fair 
treatment to minority groups. As 
I sat in the back there and heard 
the excellent arguments, the 
thought struck me that the whole 
meeting was futile and_ sterile. 
For, look you, the place was jam- 
med with Jewish men and women, 
but except for the speakers, a 
priest, a Protestant pastor and a 
rabbi, the Christians of Dallas 
shone there by a massive and 
unanimous abstention. What is the 
sense of td@iking tolerance to the 
victims. of intolerance? I am sure 
the Jews do not object to us be- 
ing tolerant, but it is our own peo- 
ple who have to be told, for the 
Jewish problem is a Christian 
problem. We created it, not the 
Jews. We have to look for reme- 
dies to correct it. 

Now visiting a synagogue may be 
a first step to awaken a clearer 
conception of what Judaism is. It 
may restore in us a little more re- 
spect for a philosophy of life or 
a religion, if you wish, which has 
been and which remains the par- 
ent stream of our Christian civili- 
zation. 

Book Regarded As Naive. 

Only the other day I read a 
book by a Christian clergyman, 
childish and naive it was, where- 
in it was said that since the dis- 
persion of the Jews from the Land 
of Israel, Judaism has been ster- 
ile, has not shown any evidence 
of creative spiritual life. A man 
who talks like that not only be- 
trays colossal ignorance, but I do 
not see how he can claim to guide 
and enlighten people. His intel- 
lectual baggage must be infinitesi- 
mal. A great deal of the Talmud, 
the writings of Maimonides, Spi- 
noza, the Enlightenment Era in 
Germany, Reform Judaism, Chas- 
sidism, a form of mystical religion, 
all these things are post-disper- 
sion and prove that Judiasm, far 
from being sterile and dead, is an 
active, living force. 

Moreover, and this the writer 
above referred to apparently also 
overlooked, all of the great eman- 
cipatory movements in western 
civilization drew their inspiration 
from the Hebraic prophets. 3y 
their own means of production the 
Jewish people in the past pro- 
duced a store of spiritual values 
from which the whole world to 
this day draws sustenance. 

Wholesale Condemnation. 

To look upon the Jews and say 
this or that man does not act or 
does not behave to my liking is 
unfair and un-Christian if it is 
made a basis of bias to generalize 
against the whole Jewish people. 
We have no right to generalize 
from the faults of individuals. It 
is necessary to study the whole 
problem more closely than is gen- 
eral among the unthinking crowd 
who bandy about the words anti- 
Semitism and _philo-Semitism, 
and, upon their superficial obser- 
vations, condemn a whole people 
or a religion, according to wheth- 
er they hate or love. individual 
Jews. 

The crowd does not understand 
that one can be a great friend of 
the Jewish people and a great ad- 
mirer of the Jewish genius and 
yet find such things ridiculous 
and repulsive as the aping, the 
servility, the obtrusiveness, the 
hollowness and the empty display, 
the desire to intrude everywhere, 
the excessive zeal and the exces- 
Sive patriotism and all the un- 
pleasant traits of some assimilated 
Jews. On the other hand, one may 
approve of all these qualities and 
rejoice that certain Jews have be- 
come rich, obtained titles or at- 
tained to high office in so far as 
one desires the assimilation of the 
Jewish people and the extinction 
of the Jewish spirit. I think the

PLANE, TANK VALUE 


General Malin Craig Holds 
Doughboy and Rifle 
Supreme in War. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—(?)— 
War in China and Spain, Gen- 
eral Malin Craig said today, has 
clinched the judgment of the ar- 
my’s high command that the air- 
plane and the tank have a limit- 
ed military importance. 

The doughboy and his rifle and 
machine gun are still supreme on 
the battlefield, the chief of staff 
said in his annual report. 

Without disclosing their nature, 
General Craig reported “certain 
modifications” have been made in 
the army’s modernization program 
started in 1935, as a result of data 
obtained from the military opera- 
tions in Spain. 

General Craig urged that con- 
gress provide funds to increase 
the army’s enlisted strength by 
3,000 beyond the existing 162,- 
000 


General Craig asked also that 
the number of officers be in- 
creased by 2,309 gradually in the 
next several years to a total of 
14,659. 

Other personnel recommenda- 
tions included: Provision for two 
weeks of active duty annually for 
30,000 reserve officers, and estab- 
lishment of an enlisted reserve. 

As “a vital need of our first- 
line forces,” General Craig listed 
more anti-aircraft guns, an anti- 
tank weapon which can be dis- 
tributed to all combat regiments, 
and a rifle of greater than .50 
caliber for use of planes.

Recent Discoveries in Use of Mechanism at Rockefeller 


Institute Called Lodestone to Exiled Experimenter;

Lindbergh is well known at the 
Rockefeller Institute. For several 
years he went there to work fre- 
quently. It was agreed at the in- 
stitute that in deference to his 
wishes he would be treated by 
the other hundreds of workers 
like one of themselves, with no 
special attention. 

In the dining room he was seen 
by everyone, but as a rule ate at 
a table with one or two, or a few 
direct associates, the same as the 
other scientists. 

The latest discoveries involving 
use of the artificial heart were 
made on the thyroid gland, a duct- 
less organ at the base of the neck 
which acts as one of the principal 
motors for production .of energy 
in metabolism. The discoveries 
explain one of the puzzles of doc- 
tors who give extracts to stimu- 
late this gland. 

They are published in the Jour- 
nal of Experimental Medicine, a 
Rockefeller Institute organ, by 
Harald Okkels, M. D. They have 


not heretofore been made public 
beyond a restricted circle. 


One hundred thyroid glands 
from rabbits and cats literally 
lived, one after the other, in this 
giant “test tube” of which Lind- 
bergh was co-inventor. The heart 
is a perfusion pump, a glass ap- 
paratus big enough so that a whole 
organ can be placéd inside, and 
live in artificial blood which the 
pump keeps streaming through the 
organ. 

This is the pump which Lind- 
bergh made for Dr. Alexis Car- 
rel, of the Rockefeller Institute. 
Dr. Carrel in announcing it near- 
ly three years ago said it opened 
a new field for experiments. It 
is not the first perfusion pump, 
but has been rated as one of the 
best. 

Lindbergh continued work on 
this artificial heart after he went 
to England. He and Dr. Carrel 
exhibited the pump abroad in 
1936. Last summer the colonel 
visited Dr. Carrel in the latter’s 
French summer home and it was 
reported they discussed develop- 
ments of the artificial heart. 

Colonel Lindbergh himself, 
however, has said nothing pub- 
licly about the heart for nearly 
three years.

Some babies cause considerable 
irritation of the skin by rubbing 
the face with the hands. This will 
quickly clear up if the baby’s 
hands are kept encased in silk 
mittens. 

In 1935 Dr. Sanford decided 
with some hesitation to leave the 
skin of the new-born baby entire- 
ly untreated. The skin is merely 
wiped off after the baby is born, 
and nothing further is done to it 
until the baby is 10 days old, when 
it may be cleansed with olive oil 
or with liquid petrolatum. No wa- 
ter or soap and water bathing in 
the first nine days. 

The skin of the babe so neglet- 
ed is much more pink and healthy 
looking than is the new-born 
baby’s skin washed with soap and 
water or with olive oil. 

Not that I am constitutionally 
opposed to all bathing, but, after 
all, man is the only mammal that 
bathes its young in the first few 
days of life, and, as this exten- 


stitute we can apply. 

The less soap used for the bath 
at any time, for infant or adult, 
the better. Whenever a mere mop- 
ing of the skin with a little fresh 
olive oil or better fresh sesame 
oil if it is available will cleanse 
it, that is enough and no soap or 
water need be used. So far as the 
complexion and the hygiene or 
health of the skin are concerned, 
the use of any soap at all should 
be negarded only as an evil made 
necessary by the filth or grime of 
civilization. 

The application of oil before the 
soap and water bath is as great a 
protection for the new-born babe’s 
skin as the application of oil after 
the bath is for the mature adult’s 
skin, 

The skin of the healthy youth 
can stand a vigorous soap and 
water scrubbing every day, per- 
haps be improved by such treat- 
ment. Older folk should keep some 
suitable oil on hand and use it 
daily on the skin, especially when 
the skin is irritable.

Soldier of 1812 Is Paid 


Honor 


By General John Floyd Chapter 


DARIEN, Ga., Dec. 5.—Allen 
Beverly Powell, soldier in the War 
of 1812, was honored by the Gen- 


eral John Floyd Chapter, N. S. U. 
S. D. 1812 of Georgia, with the 
unveiling today of the memorial 
marker recently placed on his 
grave. This hero of 1812 is the an- 
cestor of Mrs. DeLos Hill and Mrs.

The marker is the gift 
of Mrs. Hill. who is a_ great- 
granddaughter of this soldier.

I saw an artis 
working on a large copy and ol 
another wall is a finished copy— 
but no copy can take the place o 
the painting made by Leonard 
himself. 


The Cathedral of Milan is the 
largest in Italy outside of Rome 
It is 500 feet long and 288 fee 
wide. As I entered it, I lookec 
up at the ceiling—155 feet high 

The central spire of the cathe- 


'dral has a height of 360 feet. I 
‘is only one of dozens of spires 


which rise from the roof. The 
first work on the building was 
performed in 1360. 


Deep down under an altar is ¢ 
room containing a silver caskef 
with the remains of St. Carlo. The 
ceiling of the room is of silver, 
and there is gold work on the 
walls. 

When the guide pressed a but- 
ton, the lid of the coffin opened, 
and a glass case came into view. 
In the case was a figure, richly 
dressed in the costume of an arch- 
bishop. There were white gloves 
on the hands, and outside the glov- 
ed fingers were rings. The face 
was not covered, but around the 
skull was a jeweled crown. |

NAZIS FROM PULPIT 


|Government Activities Are 
Violation of Concordat, 
Priests Charge. 


BERLIN, Dec. 5—(UP)—A 
sharply worded pastoral letter, cir- 
culated secretly among German 
Catholic priests, today vigorously 
assailed Reich Church Commis- 
sioner Hanns Kerr] for recent ac- 
tivities which it was charged vio- 
lated the Nazi-Catholic concordat. 

The letter, distributed through 
the bishops last night and read 
from Catholic pulpits throughout 
Germany today, accused the Nazi 
government of officially sponsor- 
ed anti-church propaganda and 
said that promises made in the 
concordat had not been respected. 

The letter was the sharpest re- 
buke Catholic church officials 
have given the Nazi regime in 
months. 

In attacking the supposed anti- 
church attitude of the govern- 
ment, it declared: 

“It cannot continue as it has 
thus far. In the interests of the 
church and of justice, we speak 
out. When we consider it neces- 
sary nothing can halt us—no force, 
no threats.

Liner Leviathan Sold to British 
As Japanese Are Not Allowed Bid 


Officials of United States Lines Declare That Considering 
‘Present International Situation’ They Were 
Afraid To Deal With Japan. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—(#?)—Re- 
jecting a Japanese bid for the’ 23- 
year-old Leviathan, the United 
States Lines announced tonight 
the sale of the world wartime 
troopship to Metal Industries, Ltd., 
of London, for about $800,000. 

Basil Harris, a vice president, 
said negotiations with Japanese 
interests attempting to purchase 
the huge vessel to swell their 
store of scrap did not reach the 
point of price dickering because 
“we rejected any offer they might 
make without a hearing.” 

Officials of the United States 
Lines, he said, were “afraid of any 
deal with Japan,” considering the 
present international situation. 

In addition to the _ successful 
bidder—a firm which specializes 
in scrapping ships—one German 
firm, one Italian firm, and three 
other English companies made 
bids. 

Harris said the one-time queen 
of the Atlantic would be ready 
for her last voyage within a week. 
Her purchasers will take delivery 


here, and will be responsible for 
getting her back to England. 

Ernest Simpson, former husband 
of the Duchess of Windsor, was 
among those negotiating for the 
liner. He sailed for home a week 
ago with his new bride. ' 

Built in 1914 at Hamburg at a 
cost of $10,000,000, and original- 
ly named the Vaterland, the Le- 
viathan had a brief career under 
the imperial German flag. 

She completed three round trip 
trans-Atlantic voyages before the 
World War; and was interned in 
Hoboken, N. J., upon the entry of 
this country into the war she was 
seized, renamed and transported 
more than 200,000 troops to and 
from France, 

The government spent more 
than $8,000,000 to recondition her 
as a luxurious trans-Atlantic pas- 
senger liner after the war and paid 
Germany a war claim of $16,688,- 
000 for her seizure. 

She became flagship of the gov- 
ernment-operated United States 
Lines, and was sold to the Chap- 
man-Sheedy interests, and in 1931 
sold back to the United States 
Lines.

German-American Group /|—_- 
Asks Governor To ‘Sus- 
pend’ Payment. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 5.—(P)— 
Thirty claimants to the $25,000 
reward offered by New Jersey for 
solution of the kidnap-murder of 
the Lindbergh baby would be af- 
fected if Governor Hoffman were 
to “suspend” payment as request- 
ed tonight by the Citizens’ Pro- 
tective League, of New York, a 
German-American organization. 

That many persons have filed 
claims for a portion of the money. 
Some of their claims have been 
earmarked by the Governor’s of- 
fice as worthy of consideration; 
others have been tagged as incon- 
sequential. 

Governor Hoffman, reported by 
his home as filling a ‘speaking en- 
gagement at Bordentown tonight, 
has said he would disburse the 
reward before retiring from office 
January 18. His office listed four 
claimants as outstanding, and in- 
dicated that the reward probably 
would be split up. 

The outstanding claimants were 
named as William Allen, negro 
laborer who found the baby’ s body 
at Mt. Rose; William Strong, a 
New York bank teller, and John 
J. Lyons and Walter Lyle, who 
were employed at a New York 
gasoline station. 

One of the latest to file a claim 
was Paul H. Wendel, former Tren- 
ton attorney whose repudiated 
confession of the Lindbergh kid- 
naping resulted in the trial and 
conviction of Burlington County 
Detective Chief Ellis Parker, and 
his son, Ellis Parker Jr., on 
charges of conspiracy in the kid- 
naping of Wendel himself.
